As methodical and system atic as 
their despised German neighbors 
and possessed of a conscientious 
regard for every ounce of Justle# 
and equity, the patriotic Dutch will 
carry out their own end of Hoi- 
land s liberation in a m anner far 
different from th at of Franca. 
Unless all advance inform ation Is 
deceiving, there will be In A m ster­ 
dam, R otterdam and The Hague 
none of th at wild rioting th a t for 
a few days transform ed the shin­ 
ing fact of titr a te d Paris into an 
ugly grimace, with snipers firing 
a t each other from shuttered win- 
downs and from ths housetops, and 
Frenchm an ranged against French­ 
man in bloody internecine strife. 
The traitors and fifth columnists 
of Holland—and there were many 
—will be dealt with. mercilessly, 
but in strict accordance with the 
dictates of justice. 


No Second Paris 
There will be NO emergence of

A large 
number, I suppose the majority, | 
of children are constipated be­ 
tween the age* of ten and about 
sixteen. They get over it. Don't 
make them self-conscious. 
In the rase of the 14-months-old 
infant the constipation is prob­ 
ably a signal from the digestive 
tract that it is ready to tackle 
mora substantial food. It can have 
raw aa well as cooked fruit and 


ea«ov of Infancy and Childhood, 
writes: "During the second year 
children who suffer from consti­ 
pation are usually benefited by 
reducing the amount of milk and 
giving more solid food. Especially 
valuable arc additions of bran in­ 
stead of gruels.
